Cleaning is a thankless task. No sooner finished than there it is to 
do all over again. The im portant thing is to have at hand the right tool 
for each ami every cleaning job—not trick devices, hut tried a n d proved 
equipment. W ith this you should be able to keep on top of the job, to be 
master of it, and avoid chaotic upsets called housecleaning. 


Take dusting, for example. How often in your 
daily dusting of a room do you have time to go over 
the bookcase, the lump shades, the molding ? Y et actu­ 
ally there is as much dust there as on the living-room 
table. Machine dusting does all these things so easily 
i and so quickly that before you know it your room is 
-1 clean from top to bottom. Machine dusting cannot be 
equaled for picking up cigarette ¿dubs from the ^h* 
tray, fallen petals or pollen, and drawing out dust 
from hard to reach spots, as well as cleaning oil your 
tables, stairs, walls, etc. 


Nowadays there are sold small cleaners for dust­ 
ing and special purposes Cleaners of this type m e 
relatively light in weight and aro designed to be car­ 
ried by hand Attachm ents may be obtained for some 
of these cleaners which make them suitable for most 
dusting jobs. One type of small cleaner is mounted 
on runners anil has a long hose to which various attachm ents can be fixed. 
This cleaner can also be carried by hand. Ihese small cleaners aie so easy 
to use that you won’t mind getting yours out any number of times a day 
for the quick pickup of loose litter on your rugs. Here, too, is where a gaud 
carpet sweeper docs excellent work. Imbedded dirt in your rugs should 
be left to your large size cleaner. 


Speaking of your large-size cleaner, think how completely we have 
forgotten okl-fashioned methods of cleaning rugs and carpets as we glide 
our vacuum cleaner over them in a dust less and almost effortless w ay. 
But remember, only when vacuum cleaneis are correctly adjusted to the 
floor do we g it the greatest cleaning efficiency. There’s no guesswork 
about this if y* ui cl u u r has an indicator which tells when the nozzle 
adjustm ent is corn cl for different thicknesses. One modern cleaner has 
an autom atic adjustm ent. 


Caring foi floors seems to be a bugbear to most women. Actually 
the daily care of a well finished floor is no trick at all, but if your floors 
are discolored or scratched, they need refinishing. Electrically operated 
sanding machines can be rented, and they will remove old hnishes and 
smooth the floor If your varnished Moor needs refurbishing, or if you are 
going to varnish a new floor, you wll be interested in trying the new quick- 
drying floor varnishes which dry hard in from four to six hours. Follow 
closely the m anufacturer’s directions on the label of the can. In most 
cases, the refinishing of a floor is a job best handled by a professional. 


As a protective coating lor varnished and linoleum floors we use no- 
rubbing wax. It is true, of course, that this type of wax must be applied 
more frequently than wax which needs polishing, but it can be applied so 
easily that this is no drawback. Four a stream of the wax along the Moor 
and spread it evenly, in long straight strokes, with a wax appher. M oist­ 
ening the yarn ot the wax applier first with water helps it soak up the 
wax ami spread it more evenly. Some of the no-rubbing waxes which we 
have used are w ater-resistant and will not show w ater spots. These are 
particularly useful on linoleum floors. 


A word about dusting bare floors: use your large cleaner for this 
with a low adjustm ent of the nozzle, or a small cleaner with a pickup 
attachm ent. Try this on your kitchen and bathroom floors just before you 
mop them up, and you will readily see the advantage or it. Varnished 
floors should be kept dusted.

**T OCAL political corruption dots America from Atlantic to Pacific, 
I—* grasping impartially large town and small,*’ declares J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Federal Bureau of investigation, in a plain- 
spoken article, "Streamlining Justice,” written in conjunction with 
Courtney Ryley Cooper in the September issue of Cosmopolitan. 
"The amazing interlock of crime and corrupt politics,” Hoover

writes, “which came to the knowl­ 
edge of the FBI in the investigation 
of what the average citizen believes 
to be ordinary criminal cases, was 
horrifying to Frank Murphy, Attor­ 
ney General of the United States, 
when he took office last January. 
Attorney General Murphy instituted 
his “speed-and-spine” program and 
the result has been magical. Justice 
has been materially speeded up and 
rendered more efficient. Numerous 
communities, given new strength 
against corrupt domination have an­ 
nounced plans for housecleanings. 
Many instances brought to the 
attention of Mr. Murphy were mat­ 
ters which the Department of Jus­ 
tice could not solve or remedy, be­ 
cause they were outside its jurisdic­ 
tion. 
Hoover says. “Citizens who 
are being robbed by venal politics 
must face the facts. The other fel­ 
low can't help you unless you help 
yourself. Your city, your county and 
your state government will be only 
as good as you fight to make them," 
he declares. 
“Persistent, big-time crime simp­ 
ly cannot exist without the aid of 
corruption; this is its heart and soul. 
If your city has a high crime rate; 
if there is gambling, widespread 
prostitution, graft; if there are lop­ 
sided elections due to assessments 
on city employes, merchants and the 
underworld, then you have corrup­ 
tion and you must fight it by home 
methods or by never-ceasing vigil­ 
ance for evidences of Federal in­ 
fraction.” 
A detailed history of the corrupt 
Pendergast machine of Kansas City, 
Mo., forms the basis of Hoover’s 
article. 
The 
Pendergast 
dynasty 
which collapsed recently following 
the conviction of Tom Pendergast, 
its boss, for income tax evasion, held 
Kansas City in its grip for forty 
S 
ears. Tom 
Pendergast and his 
rother, Jim, now dead, succeeded 
in getting a stranglehold on the 
community 
through 
the 
age-old 
hokum and high-sounding hypocrisy 
of professional friendship for the 
underdog, free drinks, jobs and in­ 
tercession with the police in case of 
arrest. Hoover relates. By these 
trices, 
still 
continuously 
being 
worked in many American com­ 


munities, they obtained a sufficient 
underworld following to obtain con­ 
trol of a ward in Kansas City’s 
North End. They persistently added 
to this control until they were dic­ 
tating the affairs of the entire city 
and controlling the Democratic del­ 
egation in national elections. While 
engaged in his altruistic efforts in 
i befriending the poor, Pendergast 
was also able to head eight enor­ 
mous companies which depended on 
city contracts for their existence. 
To keep thebe companies in con­ 
tracts. Hoover points out, it was 
necessary for P en dergast to control 
elections, and to do this he had to 
dish out largess to the forces which 
cooperate 
best 
with 
corruption. 
Eventually the Kansas City police 
department was controlled by an ex- 
convict and all other manifestations 
of vice were in charge of henchmen 
who collected tribute and paid it into 
the Pendergast machine. As a re­ 
sult, Kansas City became a haven 
for vicious killers, criminals, bank 
robbers and kidnappers, all of whom 
were assured of protection. 
$ 
In an investigation of election 
frauds in Kansas City by the Fed­ 
eral Grand Jury following the na­ 
tional election in 1936, three hun­ 
dred persons were convicted but 
there was still nothing to implicate 
Pendergast in these putrid scandals. 
He was eventually tripped by his 
own avarice. A huge sum of graft 
money was unaccounted for in his 
income tax return and an investiga­ 
tion was started. Pendergast’s sec­ 
retary committed suicide after ques­ 
tioning and Pendergast plead guilty 
and was sentenaed to prison. His 
conviction came as a result of fear­ 
less determination not only on the 
part of Attorney General Murphy 
but of several local officers. Its ef­ 
fect has already been far-reaching. 
“Once given the opening, the De­ 
partment of Justice will move in 
swiftly and surely, impervious to 
any political power which strives to 
halt it,” Hoover says. “But it must 
and can act only within its jurisdic­ 
tion. The adversary it most eagerly 
seeks is the crook behind the scenes, 
the corrupt and venal politician. But 
the other fellow can’t help you un­ 
less yon help yourself.”

PEAR BUTTER 


Wash pears and, without peel­ 
in':, cut into quarters, cover with 
vater and cook until they fall to 
pieces. 
Press through a colander 
to remove skins and seeds. Meas­ 
ure the pulp and add a cup of 
sugar and 2 tablespoons of lemon 
juice to each quart of pulp. Add 
cinnamon, allspice and cloves to 
taste. 
Cook mixture slowly until 
it becomes smooth and thick, stir­ 
ring almost constantly. Pack in 
clean hot jars and seal. 


MINT JELLY 


1 cup chopped and bruised mint

Things Are Happening 
To Pols And Pans 


An important trend you may have noticed is the increasing number 
of pots and pans that can be used for cooking and serving. Wares both 
new and old have so improved in design that they can play this dual role 
gracefully, and food can be served to perfection. Hot food keeps hot with­ 
out any fuss—and think of the saving in dishwashing! One change adapt­ 
ing utensils to serving, as well as cooking, is the use of side handles— 
improved in design, material, end convenience—instead of one long handle. 


Many of today’s utensils do special jobs to per­ 
fection. There are egg poachers, for instance, with 
individual cups just right for one egg. And covered 
glass custard cups set in a wire rack for easy lifting 
in and out of boiling water, so useful for baking cus­ 
tards and ouddings, and for heating the baby's strained 
vegetables. 


There are covered deep skillets, often called 
chicken fryers, with plenty of space under their 
roomy covers for the bulkiest of chickens. The new 
griddles—both square and round, sized for convenient 
storage—have no high sides like skillets to interfere 
with your turner. So don’t make your skillet do 
double duty. 


If you fry many foods, such as doughnuts and 
fritters, yo« will decide that they deserve a special 
kettle and basket. Kettles for this purpose have depth 
and balance to avoid dangerous spillovers, and their well-fitting baskets 
allow easy immersion and draining. If you want a baking pan for any 
special purpose, 
houseware counters have them for every need. There 
are special pans for com sticks, angel food, cakes 
of every size and 
shape, and pies of any depth. 
There are likewise pots and pans that can be used for several differ­ 
ent purposes. Large cookers, for instance, which will cook a tongue or a 
ham, or ears of com, have inset pans to be used when cooking whole 
dinners. Pot roast, a lamb shoulder, or fricassee chicken go in the 
bottom; vegetables, or a vegetable and a steamed pudding, in the inset 
pans above. There are double boilers that combine a saucepan base with 
a shallow upper 
pan, to be used together or separately for any number 
of top-stove cooking jobs. 
In addition, the upper part, because of its 
small size handles, is a satisfactory small casserole for baking. 


Another double-duty utensil is the roasting pan that has a metal 
baffle and rack for broiling. Even the simple square or oblong cake pan, 
in which cake, gingerbread, biscuits, etc., are often baked, can play a 
double role if you buy an inexpensive trivet and use it when roasting a 
small piece of meat or a small chicken. So when you need a new pot or 
pan, take time to look housewares counters over carefully to see the many 
new shapes and styles in pots and pans and their new uses. 


When you are buying ne^ kitchen utensils, consider your range. 
Don’t buy a roasting pan so big that your oven door won’t close on it. 
Or a cookie sheet that does not allow at least one inch of space on all 
sides between the edge of the sheet and the walls of the oven. Remember 
that two or more baking pans or casseroles used at the same time should 
not touch each other, or the sides of the oven. If you use an electric range, 
have topstove utensils that cover the entire surfaces of the various sizes 
of elements. If they do not cover the elements you are wasting heat. Of 
course you will always need one or more very small pans for melting fat 
and other small jobs.

Put in 
a baking dish, cover and bake 20 
minutes.

*TpHIS magnificent Citadel Is the 
work of a man who could neither 
read nor write yet was possessed of 
an amazing spirit of enterprise and 
a tremendous driving power—Henri 
Chrlstophe, an ex-slave who became 
the only king to rule in the New 
World—the famous Black King of 
Haiti.

writes, "which came to the knowl­ 
edge of the FBI in the investigation 
of what the average citizen believes 
to be ordinary criminal cases, was 
horrifying to Frank Murphy. Attor­ 
ney General of the United States, 
when he took office last January. 
Attorney General Murphy instituted 
his Mspeed-and-spine” program and 
the result has been magical. Justice 
has been materially speeded up and 
rendered more efficient. Numerous 
communities, given new strength 
against corrupt domination have an­ 
nounced plans for housecieanings. 
Many instances brought to the 
attention of Mr. Murphy were mat­ 
ters which the Department of Jus­ 
tice could not solve or remedy, be­ 
cause they were outside its Jurisdic­ 
tion. 
Hoover says. "Citizens who 
are being robbed by venal politics 
must face the facts.

“Persistent, big-time crime simp­ 
ly cannot exist without the aid of 
corruption; this is its heart and soul. 
If your city has a high crime rate;

prostitution, graft; if there are lop­ 
sided elections due to assessments 
on city employes, merchants and the 
underworld, then you have corrup­ 
tion and you must fight it by home 
methods or by never-ceasing vigil­ 
ance for evidences of Federal in­ 
fraction." 
A detailed history of the corrupt 
Pendergast machine of Kansas City, 
Mo., forms the basis of Hoover’s 
article. 
The 
Pendergast 
dynasty 
which collapsed recently following 
the conviction of Tom Pendergast, 
its boss, for income tax evasion, held 
Kan sas City in its grip for forty 
years. Tom 
Pendergast and his 
brother, Jim, now dead, succeeded 
in getting a stranglehold on the 
community 
through 
the 
age-old 
hokum and high-sounding hypocrisy 
of professional friendship for the 
underdog, free drinks, jobs and in­ 
tercession with the police in case of 
arr> >t. Hoover relates. By these 
tricks, 
still 
continuously 
being 
worked in many American com­ 


munities. they obtained a sufficient 
underworld following to obtain con­ 
trol of a ward in Kansas City’s 
North End. They persistently added 
to this control until they were dic­ 
tating the affairs of the entire city 
and controlling the Democratic del­ 
egation in national elections. While 
engaged in his altruistic efforts in 
befriending the poor, Pendergast 
was also able to head eight enor­ 
mous companies which depended on 
city contracts for their existence. 
To keep these companies in con­ 
tracts. Hoover points out, it was 
necessary for Pendergast to control 
elections, and to do this he hud to 
dish out largess to the force* which 
cooperate

with

Eventually the Kansas City police 
department was controlled by an ex­ 
convict and all other manifestations 
of vice were in charge of henchmen 
who collected tribute and paid it into 
the Pendergast machine. As a re­ 
sult, Kansas City became a haven 
for vicious killers, criminals, bank 
robbers and kidnappers, all of whom 
were assured of protection.

In an investigation of election 
frauds in Kansas City by the Fed­ 
eral Grand Jury following the na­ 
tional election in 1936, three hun­ 
dred persons were convicted but 
there was still nothing to implicate 
Pendergast m these putrid scandals. 
He was eventually tripped by his 
own avarice. A huge sum of graft 
money was unaccounted for in his 
income tax return and an investiga­ 
tion was started. Pendergast’s sec­ 
retary committed suicide after ques­ 
tioning and Pendergast plead guilty 
and was sentenced to prison. His 
conviction came as a result of fear­ 
less determination not only on the 
part of Attorney General Murphy 
but of several local officers. Its ef­ 
fect has already been far-reaching. 
“Once given the opening, the De­ 
partment of Justice will move in 
swiftly and surely, impervious to 
any political power which strives to 
halt it," Hoover says. "But it must 
and can act only within its jurisdic­ 
tion. The adversary it most eagerly 
seeks is the crook behind the scenes, 
the corrupt and venal politician. But 
the other fellow can’t help you un­ 
less yoc help yourself.”

To Pots And Pans

An im portant trend you may have noticed ia the increasing number 
of pots and pans th a t can be used for cooking and serving. W ares both 
new and old have #o improved in design that they can play this dual role 
gracefully, and food can be served to perfection. Hot food keeps hot w ith­ 
out any fuss—and think of the saving in dishwashing! One change adapt­ 
ing utensils to serving, as well as cooking, is the use of side handles— 
Improved in design, m a teria l,: nd convenience—instead of one long handle. 


Many of today’s utensils do special jobs to per­ 
fection. There are egg poachers, for instance, with 
individual cups ju st right for one egg. And covered 
glass custard cups set in a wire rack for easy lifting 
in and out of boiling water, so useful for baking cus­ 
tards and juddings. and for heating the baby’s strained 
vegetables. 


There are covered deep skillets, often called 
chicken fryers, with plenty of space under their 
roomy covers for the bulkiest of chickens. The new 
griddles— both square and round, sized for convenient 
storage— have no high sides like skillets to interfere 
with your turner. So don’t make your skillet do 
double duty. 


If you fry many foods, such as doughnuts and 
fritters, yo« will decide that they deserve a special 
kettle and basket. Kettles for this purpose have depth 
and balance to avoid dangerous spillovers, and their well-fitting baskets 
allow easy immersion and draining. If you want a baking pan for any 
special purpose, houseware counters have them for every need. There 
are special pans for com sticks, angel food, cakes of every size and 
shape, and pies of any depth. 


There are likewise pots and pans th a t can be used for several differ­ 
ent purposes. Large cookers, for instance, which will cook a tongue or a 
ham, or ears of com , have inset pans to be used when cooking whole 
dinners. Pot roast, a lamb shoulder, or fricassee chicken go in the 
bottom ; vegetables, or a vegetable and a steamed pudding, in the inset 
pans above. There are double boilers that combine a saucepan base with 
a shallow upper pan, to be 
used together or separately for any number 
of top-stove cooking jobs. In addition, the upper part, because of its 
small size handles, is a satisfactory small casserole for baking. 


Another double-duty utensil is the roasting pan th a t has a m etal 
baffle and rack for broiling. Even the simple square or oblong cake pan, 
in which cake, gingerbread, biscuits, etc., are often baked, can play a 
double role if you buy an inexpensive trivet and use it when roasting a 
small piece of m eat or a small chicken. So when you need a new pot or 
pan, take time to look housewares counters over carefully to see the many 
new shapes and styles in pots and pans and their new uses. 


When you are buying ne^r kitchen utensils, consider your range. 
Don’t buy a roasting pan so big th a t your oven door won’t close on it. 
Or a cookie sheet that does not allow at least one inch of space on all 
sides between the edge of the sheet and the walls of the oven. Remember 
th at two or more baking pans or casseroles used at the same tim e should 
not touch each other, or the sides of the oven. If you use an electric range, 
have topstove utensils th a t cover the entire surfaces of the various sizes 
of elem ents. If they do not cover the elements you are w asting heat. Of 
course you will always need one or more very small pans for m elting fa t 
and other small jobs.
